ing plant on Burtt Road won’t know if 
they are among those targeted for layoffs 
until the pink slips arrive. 

The Boston-based personal care prod- 
ucts firm, which employs about 600 at its 
Andover facility, announced late Monday 
that it will cut about 4,700 jobs and close 26 
factories and warehouses during the next 
18 months. That is about 11 percent of its 
work force, and more than a third of its fac- 
tories. 

But Chairman and CEO Alfred M. Zeien, 
asked in a telephone press conference how 
the cuts would affect Massachusetts, 
declined to be specific “until the people 
involved are informed.” 

The cuts are part of what the company is 
calling a “reorganization that includes a 
new management structure, a consolida- 
tion of commercial and administrative 
operations and a realignment of worldwide 
manufacturing operations.”

Teaching, and learning, 
with the Peace Corps 


After traveling hundreds of 
dusty miles through north-cen- 
tral Africa, Peace Corps volun- 
teer and Andover resident Krista 
Nickerson arrived in her 
assigned Chadian town. It was a 
town full of mud huts, with no 
running water or paved roads. 

“The primary public school in 
the town where I lived did not 
have latrines, and a lot of the 
houses didn’t,” she says. “They 
would just use the outside space 
an go on the ground.” 

Most of the Arabic-speaking 
people in the town couldn't 
understand her very well, either 
— and they weren't overly eager 
to talk with her anyway. 

It took Nickerson months to 
gather the friendship, speaking 
skills, trust and money necessary 
to begin building the latrines that 
the town clearly needed. 

Then, just as the latrine pro- 
ject was moving, Nickerson had 
to be whisked out of the country, 
because snipers had attacked a 
small group of Americans in 
southern Chad. 

_ So what does Krista Nickerson 
think of her Peace Corps experi- 
ence? 

“I would definitely recom- 


mend doing it,” she says. “It was 
definitely worth it.” 

That’s because, while other 
Peace Corps volunteers had the 
benefits of showers and lights, 
Nickerson, 26, of Hampton Lane, 
says she had an experience that 
cannot be duplicated. 

“I would not have changed 
what I had done because it was 
unique. There are not many 
places that are that isolated,” she 
says. 

Since she was a teen-ager, 
Nickerson has wanted to explore 
the world, she says, and the Peace 
Corps gave her that chance. 

“This was the perfect opportu- 
nity, because it paid for me to go 
and do this,” she says. “I’ve want- 
ed to go, basically since high 
school.” 

Sent to one of the poorest 
nations on earth, Nickerson was 
taught to speak French and Cha- 
dian Arabic, and was given tech- 
nical training. Then she was sent 
with one other volunteer to her 
town. 

The town Nickerson lived in 
was a provincial capital with a 
hospital and schools, but without 
much of what Americans take for

Although most of the population is 
Muslim, there were no restrictions on 
what Nickerson could do, “because | 
was kind of a special case,” she says. 

Among other activities during her 
time, the Peace Corps credits Nickerson 
with teaching about AIDS and sanitary 
health issues, and helping 16 girls win 
Peace Corps scholarships. 

One night, a townswoman had a 
baby in a hut barely 10 yards from 
where Nickerson slept. Nickerson 
never heard a peep. Later, the woman 
surprised Nickerson again by asking 
her to name the newborn. 

Nickerson says she named 
the baby Alexander because 
her niece is named Alexandra 
and “I considered him to be her 
Chadian brother or some 
thing.” 

“It wasn’t just the job that 
kept me there. It was being part 
of the community. The host 
family was pretty much my 
family. It takes a while to be 
assimilated into the communi- 
ty, but, once you are, it’s such a 
rewarding experience,” she 
says.

from Chad in April. 

Nickerson says two Peace Corps vol- 
unteers were traveling at night in a 
bush taxi when road bandits interested 
in their vehicle shot at them. 

“No one was hurt, and they pulled 
into a nearby village and waited it out,” 
she says. “I never felt in danger. The 
problems occurred in the south of the 
country, not were I was. And the volun- 
teers in the south were not in grave 
danger.” 

But the incident — and other rebel 
activity — got the attention of officials,

ing they could not guarantee volunteers’ safety. 
The Peace Corps has yet to return.

“Tt makes you look at other cultures from a 
different perspective,” she says. “You come in 
with your Western notions that you're going to 
come in and change them. Once you get to know 
them, you understand why they do what they 
do.”

She'll provide some 
conflicting advice 


Chances are that if you’ve crossed Pamela 
Collins, you’ll hear about it. 

An Andover resident who is a consultant on 
handling conflict, Collins advises against avoid- 
ing conflict in most cases where it may arise. 

“Conflict can be healthy, and usually a neces- 
sary part of leadership. We need to understand 
it and learn work with it,” she says. 

Collins is one of five Massachusetts speakers 
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TOWNTALK 


at a leadership forum this weekend as part of 
the American Association of University 
Women’s New England Regional Conference in 
Hartford, Conn. 

As president of the Massachusetts chapter of 
AAUW, Collins will speak about conflict resolu- 
tion and leadership. 

“We all approach (conflict) a little bit differ- 
ently, but it can be an opportunity for growth 
and productivity,” she says. 

The most common ways people deal with 
conflict include avoidance, negotiation, accom- 
modation, or a head-on approach, she says. 

In many cases, Collins says, the best 
approach is to be willing to negotiate rather 
than simply accommodate to make the conflict 
go away. 

Along with consulting she also works at 
North Shore Community College in their Gen- 
der Equity Center, and trains people in how to 
prevent and deal with sexual harassment. 

Collins hopes the workshop in conflict reso- 
lution will encourage more women to take on 
more responsibility. 

“This conference emphasizes that every 
woman is a leader in her own right, and in a 
wide variety of capacities,” says Collins. 

As more women are working in leadership 
positions, professionally and in their communi- 
ties, the nature of leadership has shifted away 
from hierarchy and toward team-building, she 
says. 

She credits the new emphasis in leadership 
on team-building, mentoring and coaching to “a 
combination of things” that includes the 
involvement of women. 

“Women have always had strength in those 
areas, but they were not always recognized as 
strengths in leadership,” she says. 

A native of Bartlesville, Okla., Collins stud- 
ied history at Oklahoma State University and 
earned a masters degree in counseling from the 
University of Southern Alabama. 

As an undergraduate, she also earned a 
teaching certificate “as a practical backup” 
which proved almost as useful as her master’s 


degree. 

“As it turns out, (counseling) is one of those 
things you use everywhere you go in everything 
you do,” she says. 

Collins is also married with two children, 
one who studies at the University of Vermont 
and the other who is a junior at Andover High 
School.

When the past secretary became vice presi- 
dent, Gilmore says it was time for a change. “In 
this organization, if you work hard, you can def:

Coyote making Andover a wilder kingdom

They’ve been spotted near 
Pomp’s Pond, near Woburn Street, 
in Harold Parker Forest and near 
Ballardvale, but they are no more 
interested in Andover residents 
than residents are in them. 

Their shifty nature makes them 
unapproachable, but their subur- 
ban lifestyle could make them 
dependent on food supplied by peo- 
ple. 

“Coyotes should be respected and 
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recognized as a mid-sized predator,” 
says Susan Langlois, a wildlife biol- 
ogist for the state Division of Fish- 
eries and Wildlife. 

While there are plenty of report- 
ed coyote spottings in Andover, the 
number that may live in the area is 
still inconclusive. But Langlois says 
they are “quite abundant” in the 
state, and makes no exception in 
Andover. 

They’ve been spotted everywhere 
in the state, from the Berkshires to 
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every unit 
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Provincetown, and can adapt to any 
environment. 

“The only place they don’t exist 
yet is on (Martha’s) Vineyard and 
Nantucket,” she says. 

Conservation Commission Chair- 
man Robert Pustell says he’s heard 
numerous reports, and saw one 
himself “go loping through” his 
yard last winter. 

“He went down the driveway 
across the yard, across the stream 
and left tracks in the snow,” Pustell 
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says. 

The tracks surely weren’t dog tracks, he 
says, because they made a pretty straight 
line. 

“Coyotes are all business,” he says. 

According to Langlois, their business is 
to get food, and rarely to interact with peo- 
ple. 

“They’re not going to do any more work 
than they have to, but they are typically shy 
and wary,” she says, adding that in the 
state’s history of animal attacks, only one 
person was attacked by a coyote. 

Still, that happened this year, when this 
past summer, a 3-year old child from Cape 
Cod was attacked by a coyote and hospital- 
ized, she says. 

If they prove to be a problem in the area, 
the worst thing residents can do is feed 
them. Langlois says they thrive in suburban 
areas, especially where people leave out 
trash, pet food and use compost heaps. 

To get rid of coyote, the best way is to 
remove the food source, she says, “but it 
needs to be universally practiced in any res- 
idential area.” 

But not everyone 
they’re so bad. 

“I feel like there’s enough room for every- 
body,” says Joan Ellis, a 25-year resident of 
Fosters Pond Road and avid _ outdoor- 
swoman who spots them every so often. 

“I think it’s nice to have them around. 
They don’t seem to be a problem to me” she 
says, adding that she might feel differently 
if she owned a cat. 

Coyote are known to eat cats, Langlois 
says, and Ellis adds that she did hear of sud- 
den disappearance of three cats in her 
neighborhood. 

Ellis says she sees more wildlife emerge 
to the eyes of Andover’s human residents as 
land becomes more developed. 

“They get forced out,” she says. 

Langlois says families of coyote, which 
include the male and female parents and 
pups, stake out territories of between 4 and 
30 square miles, which tend to be denser in 
suburban areas. 

“I know the areas where they could be 
denning, and I tend to leave them alone,” 
says Ellis, who enjoys tracking them in win- 
ter in forests, swamps or rocky cliffs where 
they may live. 

“I like to see what they’ve been eating. 
They’ll eat just about anything. Frogs, mice, 
carrion. Birds, berries, nuts, and grasses, 
rose hips. There’s plenty of stuff around,” 
she says. 

Pustell agrees. 

“I just hope they’ll eat the groundhogs 
that plague my garden,” he says. 

Andover resident Steve Golden, who does 
conservation work for the National Park 
Service, says it’s hard to judge how many 
may live in the area, but “they’re not a rari- 
ty anymore.” 

“We do have the right habitat,” he says, 
noting that the area around the river is 
known for lots of wildlife. 

While news of a coyote spotting might 
spread quickly through a_ neighborhood, 
other wildlife worth mentioning often go 
unmentioned, he says. 

“People like the exotic, but I think it’s 
very exciting just to hear an owl at night. 
Coyote are no longer a great indicator of 
wildness.”

Jeffrey Nassiff, the Andover man _ shot 
twice at his Andover Street apartment last 
Monday, has been released from Massachu- 
setts General Hospital.

But most analysts, and the company itself, say 
the reorganization is prompted by deep declines 
in profits, largely brought on by the global eco- 
nomic crisis. 

Gillette, which turned in eight straight years 
of double-digit profit increases, has been heavily 
dependent for that growth on “emerging mar- 
kets,” or countries outside of the United States 
and Western Europe. Reportedly, more than 60 
percent of its $10 billion in sales during 1997 
came from outside the U.S., and about 20 percent 
came from emerging markets. 

Because of that, the company is seen as more 
vulnerable than most to the global recession that 
has spread from Asia to South America. 

The company said this week that it expected 
profits to decline in the third quarter, and after 
taking an after-tax charge of about $350 million 
for the restructuring, to break even for the quar- 
ter. It said its fourth-quarter earnings would be 
lower than expected as well. Its stock price has 
declined by about a third since July, and now 
hovers around 40. 

The restructuring, which will include closing 
14 factories; 12 warehouses and the closing or 
consolidation of about 30 office facilities world- 
wide, is expected to save $200 million annually, 
the company said. 

Gillette spokesman Matt Miller said there 
would be a “standard” severance package offered 
to employees, but he said that would differ by 
country and by region of the U.S. 

“About 72 percent of our work force is over- 
seas,” he says. 

Miller also says these job cuts are expected to 
be permanent, because they are no just due to a 
dip in demand, but to a reorganization of the 
company, including efforts to elminate duplica- 
tion. 

Jeffrey Crosby, president of the North Shore 
Labor Council, says he does not think any of the

A brief primer on political language

We’re just about into the final 
month leading up to what is sup- 
posed to be one of our most solemn 
and sacred duties and privileges as 
Americans — voting. 

And according to most of the can- 
didates, it’s important that we, the 
voters, understand the issues in this, 
the 1998 election cycle. 

I agree. That’s why I don’t under- 
stand why they seem bent on making 
them so hard to understand. Because 
when it comes to political discourse 
— particularly political press releas- 
es — things are not always what they 
seem. Or, as our president has taught 
us, words don’t always mean what 
most of us think they mean. 

If you’re not used to listening to 
this stuff, things could sneak right by 
you. But not if you use the Towns- 
man’s handy Lexicon of 1998 Political 
Spin Terms. 

I began to realize the necessity of 
this when I read a press release exco- 
riating Gov. Paul Cellucci for his 


recent veto of a bill that included $9 
million in state funds to renovate a 
Brockton library. 

According to the press release, 
this project was considered a “center- 
piece of the city’s efforts to revitalize 
Brockton’s downtown.” Whaat? You 
careful readers may wonder, how 
can it be the city’s effort, if the 
money’s all coming from the state? 
Does this mean my boss is to blame if 
he doesn’t provide me with whatever 
extra money I need in my “effort” to 
revitalize what I consider to be my 
meager lifestyle? 

But that’s the beauty of political 
speech, you see. During campaigns, if 
you want the state to pay for some- 
thing, candidates will give you the 
credit just for thinking of it, as if you 
were actually going to do the whole 
thing yourself. 

And that’s just the beginning. All 
month, you’re going to be hearing 
stuff like this. So herewith a list of 
terms to help you get through it: 

Working families — The hot 
term for ’98. Connotes industrious- 
ness and societal stability, without 
getting into that messy issue about 
how to define a family. But it also has 
very narrow income implications. Do 
you think a husband and wife with 
three kids who both work and make 
$250,000 a year constitute a “working 
family?” Wrong. They make _ too 


much to be considered “working.” As 
_a general rule, you’re only a working 


family if you receive more in govern- 
ment benefits than you pay in taxes. 
This phrase lets candidates promise 
you even more, without having to 
utter the word “welfare.” 

The wealthy — The ultimate 
political insult. While in reality these 
may be people who work hard, pro- 
vide jobs and pay much more in 
taxes than they receive in benefits, 
during election season the term 
implies that they didn’t actually 
work to make their money (in con- 
trast to “working families”), and that 
they probably acquired their wealth 
by taking it from the poor. Therefore, 
they should be paying even more in 
taxes. 

Move Massachusetts forward 
into the 21st century — Increase 
government spending for new pro- 
grams to benefit “working families.” 

Fresh ideas — Doesn’t have to 
refer to ideas at all. Just means the 
other guy has stale ideas. This is the 
updated version of “the courage to 
change.” 

I led the fight — I voted for a pro- 
gram popular with voters. The more 
popular the program, the more 
incumbents will claim that they “led 
the fight” to establish it. It doesn’t 
matter if it was overwhelmingly 
approved. Ill still insist I had to 
“fight” for it. 

Playing the blame game — What 
the other candidate does.

Doctor clarifies 
Stance on pot 


Editor, Townsman: 

Regarding the article on marijuana use 
(“Local doctor wants to weed out truth 
from lies,” Townsman, Sept. 24), a sen- 
tence of mine taken out of context could 
confuse the issue, so I'd like to make one 
thing perfectly clear. 

When I said that, “I have seen no 
adverse effect from its use,” I was talking 
strictly about physical effects such as can- 
cer, emphysema, dementia, liver failure, 
explosive GI bleeding, and so on, the com- 
mon physical effects of tobacco and alco- 
hol.

Michigan Institute for Social Research 
statistic). 

Fact: In addition to the psychoactive 
chemical THC, marijuana smoke con- 
tains the same carcinogens and _ toxic 
particulates that are found in tobacco 
smoke. 

Fact: Regular use of marijuana causes 
respiratory problems such as bronchitis, 
cough and sore throat. (Tobacco ciga- 
rettes at least are filtered.) 

Fact: While death from a marijuana 
overdose is extremely rare, the pot of 
today is far more potent (THC content) 
than what was available 10 or 20 years 
ago. 

Fact: Marijuana use has been linked 
to anxiety, panic attacks and paranoia, 
and clearly impairs both judgment and 
reflexes — essential abilities for driving 
an automobile. 

Fact: Marijuana impairs short-term 
memory and the ability to concentrate 
— obviously necessary for success in 
school. And although Dr. Miller has 
rejected the notion of marijuana as a 
“gateway drug,” the Center on Addic- 
tion and Substance Abuse at Columbia 
University observed the following facts: 
“.. adolescents who smoke pot are 85 
times more likely to use cocaine than 
their non-pot smoking peers. And 60 per- 
cent of youngsters who use marijuana 
before they turn 15 later go on to use 
cocaine.” Presumably, Dr. Miller and I 
do at least agree about the health effects 
of the latter. 

The age at which children first try 
marijuana has been dropping sharply. 
Thirty years ago, most users were in 
their late teens or early 20s. Today, sur- 
veys indicate that first use is occurring 
at a mean age of 14 years, and that pre- 
teen use has become commonplace. 

We cannot afford mixed-messages 


to an elementary school and build two 
525-student middle schools at two of 
three sites — land at South School, San- 
born School and/or Cross Street; 

+ build an elementary school at Cross 
Street and a new 450-student middle 
school at the South or Sanborn school 
sites; 

* build both an elementary school 
and a 450-student middle school at the 
Cross Street site.

Parents have no 
choice at Shawsheen 


Editor, Townsman: 

Last spring we wrote a letter to the 
editor of the Townsman regarding our 
unhappy experience at Shawsheen 
School. It resulted in correspondence 
from several families whose children 
had been subjected to the same treat- 
ment as our son. 

And then we heard about the Guillets' 
current situation (“Parents complain 
about discrimination at Shawsheen,” 
Townsman, Sept. 24). Our hearts go out 
to them, for we well know the helpless 
feeling of having a public school discrim- 
inate against your child. 

What administrators disregard when 
they initiate their discriminatory 
approach is the effect such rejection has 
on the child. For no matter how closely 
sheltered he may be, eventually some 
form of realization seeps through. Ironi- 
cally, our son was not diagnosed with a 
disability, but he was doggedly labeled 
by his kindergarten teacher, who seemed 
determined to find a problem. 

Despite the dire predictions, he has 
thrived under the tutelage of the Ban- 
croft staff. Sadly, he still remembers his 
final days at Shawsheen, when class- 
mates’ report cards specified their first- 
grade teachers, and his did not. In the 


space where his new teacher’s name 
should have been written, it merely said, 
“first grade.” This was how we learned 
he would not be accepted back. 

Last spring, three friends decided to 
send their sons to Shawsheen, generally 
for matters of convenience and size. But 
all three expressed to us serious con- 
cerns about their choice, and feared the 
outcome of the kindergarten year. 

And therein lies the irony. Among 
parents in the know, there is an underly- 
ing current of fear surrounding Shaw- 
sheen, that their child could be the next 
target. How sad to watch what could be a 
wonderful school silently reek with the 
stench of anxiety. 

“Watch out!” it warns. “If your child is 
less than perfect, you may be next.” Cer- 
tainly it doesn’t have to be this way. 
Shawsheen is a necessary asset to our 
town. By attracting students away from 
the neighborhood schools, it reduces 
overcrowding and improves the school 
system for everyone. The families who 
send their children there are committed 
and connected. Many come out of a coop- 
erative preschool atmosphere (as we 
did), where involvement is second 
nature. The school is small enough, and 
therefore manageable enough, to provide 
an excellent education for students — all 
students, not just those designated as 
keepers. 

Three cheers for Dan and Jo-Anne 
Guillet for taking a stand, and not allow- 
ing public school administrators to act 
like they’re running a private school. It 
is extraordinary for a public school 
administrator to assert that the choice 
belongs to the school and not the parents. 
Implicit in this approach is the revela- 
tion that the child is not wanted there. 

We call upon the new superintendent 
of schools to take note of this situation 
and assess what changes are needed to 
stop this ongoing practice. We call upon 
the Shawsheen parents to listen to this 
message, because if this pattern is 
allowed to continue, it could be your 
child next spring, who must unwillingly 
leave behind friends and a familiar envi- 
ronment. Try to imagine how that would 
feel, and then imagine explaining it to 
him.

Firefighters’ skilled 
at ‘temporal concerns’ 


Editor, Townsman: 

In most situations, pertinent to “road job 
caretakers,” the risk that is to be perceived is 
that of an accident, whereupon a citizen is 
harmed due to the traffic dilemma and burden 
upon drivers pedestrians. 

Only, and rarely, would the weapon-carrying 
Officer be of situational need and_ resolve. 
Andover has, by policy and by appropriate edu- 
cational input, permitted its firefighters to func- 
tion similar to police officers, in the “road-job- 
guardianship.” Some consternation has 
attached to this firefighter-versus-police officer 
circumstance, and certain Andover authorities 
have voiced opinions of preferring “police-only” 
involvement. 

It ought be reasonably discussed and pon- 
dered in protecting the best overall interests of 


Andover’s citizenry and highway guests, as to 
this temporal concern and town duty. In such 
deliberation, would it not be important to appre- 
ciate the modern firefighter’s background and 
training skills? 

The modern firefighter is armed with knowl- 
edge of traffic problems and how to address the 
multifaceted situations as they so arise and 
threaten the area being serviced and attended to. 
Statistically, the majority of undesirable events 
and traffic consequences are noted in accidents 
and physical harm requiring immediate inter- 
ventions. 

As to these exigencies, Andover’s firefighters 
who possess EMT certifications and emergency 
experience are not to be discounted or mini- 
mized, and who are immediately on road duties, 
in that they do not possess weapons or police 
badges. 

Some accidents demand forthwith EMT input, 
not simply a 911 phone call, and trust that the 
accident at hand will not impede Andover’s 
ambulance(s) from a timely arrival. Most drivers 
respect “authority figures” in the traffic scenario 
and do not pose risk of violence or risk to proper- 
ty holders. 

In those unique situations, then, and of 
course, the armed police officer is the officer 
Andover ought want and demand. Otherwise, 
both of these safety professionals, who watch 
over Andover’s public and personal assets are to 
be congratulated and respected for what they do 
and what they can properly provide in their 
town’s best and overall health and safety inter- 
ests.

Police investigating 
thefts at Marland Place

Police are investigating a series 
of thefts from Stevens Street’s Mar- 
land Place, an assisted-living facili- 
ty that houses elderly residents. 

James Haggerty, the detective 
investigating the cases, could not 
be reached for comment, but one 
officer says Marland Place fired at 
least one employee suspected of 
being involved. 

This week’s log also noted that a 
fired employee returned to Mar- 
land Place and threatened her for- 
mer boss. 

Some of the more recent inci- 
dents include:

together in time for a fall town meeting, 
Nadworny says. 

“If we have enough information and 
we’re ready with it, then it’s time to move 
ahead,” he says. 

While committee members are no longer 
considering a change in grade configura- 
tion, the remaining proposed solutions to 
space needs all include construction of two 
new buildings: 

Option 1A — Convert Doherty Middle 
School to an elementary school and build 
two middle schools for 525 students each at 
two of three sites; Cross Street, Sanborn 
School or South School. The cost of that 
option is estimated at about $28.5 million. 

Option 4 — Build a middle school for 450 
students at South or Sanborn, and build an 
elementary school for 564 students at Cross 
Street. That project is expected to cost 
about $26 million. 

Option 7 — Build a middle school for 450 
students and an elementary school for 564 
students, both at Cross Street, with shared 
core facilities like a gym and cafeteria. 
School officials estimated the cost at $26.2 
million. 

The cost of each option includes $6 mil- 
lion to run a sewer line out to Cross Street. 

David Harding, construction project 
manager for the town, says delaying a vote 
from a special fall meeting to Annual Town 
Meeting in the spring will have little effect 
on when new buildings would actually be 
built if an article were passed. 

To begin construction of a school build- 
ing project, Town Meeting would have to 
approve money to design it. When the 
designs were complete, Town Meeting 
would then need to approve the project 
itself, Harding says. 

Even if the town approved money to 
design new school buildings at a fall Special 
Town Meeting, creation of the design takes 
nine to 12 months, and would not be com- 
plete in time to submit it to the state for 
reimbursement by the June 1998 deadline, 
Harding says. 

If a project and funds to design it were 
approved by voters at Annual Town Meet- 
ing in the spring or at a Special Town Meet- 
ing in the fall, the earliest deadline 
Andover could meet to submit the project 
to the state would be June 1999, he says. 

Despite comments from residents at last 
week’s School Committee meeting that 
school officials needed to make a speedy 
decision in order to make a deadline for a 
fall Town Meeting, members of the Space 
Needs Task Force say rushing the decision 
now would undo the work they’ve done, 
and give the public less time to understand 
the decision.

Top goal: make 
Andover schools 
exemplary 


When school administrators and School 
Committee members sat down together this 
summer to take a look at the big picture and 
discuss what they wanted out of the Andover 
School system, they agreed on a number of 
points, but the major focus seemed to be on 
getting everyone to get along and work togeth- 
er. 

Committee members agreed on a set of 
goals and objectives for the system after a 
series of retreat meetings. Administrators 
also held a retreat, collected a list of goals to 
pursue, and reported to Superintendent Dr. 
Claudia Bach and Assistant Supt. Marine] 
McGrath. 

McGrath met on a retreat with Schoo] 
Committee members to form a list of goals for 
the schools system and objectives that lead to 
those goals. 

The way the objectives are carried out will 
be up to teachers and administrators at each 
school, McGrath says. 

From now until November, administrators 
will meet with school staff and PTO members 
to discuss the goals and objectives, Bach says. 
The reults will be compiled to form a set of 
tasks designed to achieve the objectives, she 
says. 

School Committee member Skip Eccles 
says that while none of the goals are contro- 
versial, the question now that the direction 
has been approved is, how well will Andover 
perform. 

Selectman Brian Major, who attended last 
week’s meeting, agrees. 

“Goals should be broad, but objectives 
should be measureable,” he says. 

With the understanding that the most 
important goal is to “ensure exemplary 
schools,” the five more specific goals were to: 

« Base all decisions on basic assumption 
that each child is a constant learner. 

« Make schools exemplary in areas of cur- 
riculum, instruction, assessment and support 
services, exceeding state standards where 
possible. 

* Commit to developing and maintaining 
exemplary facilities. 

* Promote positive and productive working 
relationships among all members of the 
school community. 

« Continue to improve community confi- 
dence in our school system. 

Each goal included a set of more specific 
objectives that would help achieve the goal, 
but how those objectives are accomplished 
will be the charge of everyone in the system, 
Bach says. 

For example, objectives to make sure chil- 
dren are “constant learners” include cre-

ating an atmosphere where children are 
eager to learn, and ensuring that all stu- 
dents are challenged and engaged. 

In making schools exemplary and 
exceed state standards, objectives include 
developing more benchmarks for the high 
school curriculum, evaluation of the K-8 
benchmarks, keeping the use of technolo- 
gy focused on improving teaching, 
improving and demonstrating account- 
ability, and reviewing class sizes and sup- 
port services. 

The maintenance of exemplary facili- 
ties includes specific goals to eliminate 
overcrowding and promote equitable 
facilities. 

To promote a positive working relation- 
ship among members of the school com- 
munity, one objective is to improve rela- 
tions with the teachers union, administra- 
tors and committee members. 

They also propose promoting respect 
and professionalism throughout the sys- 
tem and to “encourage civility.” 

Officials are also recommending more 
interaction between the teachers and the 
community, and more “site-based deci- 
sion-making.” 

They plan to improve relations with the 
community at large by publicizing their 
goals and “promoting (more) civility.”

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Your electric bill 
is on the ballot 
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With the war over Monica and Bill 
dominating national politics, and the 
war between Paul Cellucci and Scott 
Harshbarger dominating the state 
level, most consumers may be only 
dimly aware that there is also a war 
going on over their electric bills. 

For most, it may be all they can do 
to simply pay that bill, let alone pay 
attention enough to figure out if 
they’ve been getting a better deal 
since March. 

But that is at least part of the dispute over electric deregula- 
tion, which took effect this past March 1 but will be on the ballot 
Nov. 3, in a citizen petition referendum asking for it to be over- 
turned. 

The arguments haven’t changed much since a year ago, 
when proponents of the legislation — including former state 
senator John O’Brien of Andover, one of the bills major archi- 
tects — touted it as an overwhelming victory for consumers. 

The legislation, while it keeps regulated utilities like Massa- 
chusetts Electric in place for the transmission of electric power, 
opens up the production and selling of power to competition. 

For starters, the electric bills of most electric consumers in 
the state dropped by 10 percent starting in March. That cut will 
jump to at least 15 percent by September 1999. 

Those savings, O’Brien has said in the past, could be much 
more significant in coming years, as more and more companies 
compete for consumers’ business.

keep the new law in place, it also has environmental benefits, 
since it encourages the use of more efficient plants, and man- 
dates the use of more renewable energy resources.

Rob Sargent, legislative director of MassPIRG (Massachu- 


setts Public Interest Research Group), said last November, and 
said again this week that he and others opposed to the bill are 
very much in favor of deregulation and competition. 


“But we’re being accused of defending the old monopoly sys- 


tem,” he says. “We're not. What we're trying to say is that there 
are more than two choices — more than just a monopoly, or this 
utility-sponsored deregulation.” 


Sargent and Ed Kelly, spokesman for the Campaign for Fair 


Electric Rates, say they still have multiple objections to the cur- 
rent law: 


- The “guarantees” of savings, Sargent says, are not really 


guarantees, since they are filled with loopholes to benefit the 
utilities. 


“There are a whole set of conditions — things like hardship, 


or an increase in fuel prices — that ‘reopen’ the rate structure,” 
he says, adding that a story in the Wall Street Journal several 
months ago characterized the 10-percent rate cut as more of a 
“rate deferral.” ; 


Indeed, Kelly notes that provisions in the legislation allow 


utilities to recover the cost of rate reductions from their cus- 
tomers if they can show they have caused a hardship. 


“That’s not a rate cut,” he says. “That’s like saying you can 


have your electricity free this year if you pay double next year.” 


* Who backs, and who opposes, the new law is telling. “If the 


goal is to save consumers money, why is the largest utility in 
the state the one pushing it?” Sargent asks, adding, “Ask any of

George Bush was president, says 
she’s come to realize this. 

But although Becker is the 
one to bring up the issues sur- 
rounding being the lone female 
leader, she also says she doesn’t 
want to be labeled a champion of 
feminism. In a nutshell, Becker 
is toeing the line. She doesn’t 
want the “female selectman” tag 
to define her term, but knows it 
is shaping it. 

“I hate to say it’s different 
being a woman, but it is. It’s been 
all guys for years,” says Becker. 
In fact, there have been only a 
sprinkling of female selectmen in 
Andover’s lengthy history. 

“I hate to be one to say the 
woman thing is a big deal. It’s not 
a big deal like it’s catastrophic. 
But it is a big deal because it 
(means she brings) a different 
(perspective),” says Becker. 

With the mix of ages, experi- 
ences — and now gender — on 
the board, Becker says “I don’t 
think there’s ever been a com- 
mittee that’s this diverse.” 

And the male slant on the 
board doesn’t bother her, she 
says. 

“Almost all of my friends are 
guys,” says Becker. “Because I’m 
OK being in a room full of guys 
and I’m not uncomfortable, it’s 
not as uncomfortable for me.” 

Yet, little things are remind- 


ply her lipstick. 

“They didn’t mean to stop and 
look at me, but they did. I think 
that was the first time they real- 
ized, There’s a girl in the room,” 
she says. 

The public has also been sen- 
sitive to the little things. When 
her new nameplate arrived, and 
was a few inches shorter than the 
other selectmen’s, some women 
grumbled about it. 

The nameplate was changed, 
but the issue hit the newsstands. 
Apparently it hit home with 
many females, as well. 

“Of all the things that have 
been written, that’s the one thing 
I heard about the most, and con- 
tinue to hear about,” says Beck- 
er. “You know that expression, 
‘You go, girl’? That’s what I keep 
hearing.

She’s become noticeably more

“T was not a part of the votes 
before Town Meeting.

“Buy a couple of houses on a 
corner somewhere, and make 
one into a senior center and one 
into a parking lot. There are a lot 
of small town-owned pieces of 
land, and I wonder if there isn’t a 
lot that abuts one that someone 
would sell (to the town),” she

borhood in their court fight to remove the 
tower, or offer financial support, residents 
talked of suing Andover for negligence. 

Residents believe they can do this 
because they say Andover Town Planner 
Steve Colyer knew about the tower and did 
not inform Andover residents of it. Colyer 
says he feels for the neighborhood, but is 
not responsible for informing them about 
something that happens in another town. 

Selectmen said Monday they cannot 
financially support the neighborhood 
because of state statutes. 


“As for us entering into this as co-appli- 


cants, the only way we could do it is if there 


was an overriding public issue at stake,” 
said Selectman Brian Major. 

“T actually don’t understand your deci- 
sion where this would be ‘setting a bad 
precedent for Andover,’ responded Scar- 
borough. “I don’t know how that would be 
a bad issue, for the town to fight for us.” 

Her husband, Kris Scarborough, also 
questioned the court cases cited by Town 
Counsel Tom Urbelis in his recommenda- 
tion to not support the neighborhood.

only three selectmen present. 

“What we're really looking for is the 
financial support,” said Patty Scarborough.

Does it have to affect a selectmen’s house?” 
she said. “I don’t think this is going to set a 
dangerous precedent.

Scarborough said her neighborhood 
may try put an article on the Town Meeting 
warrant to get some money from Andover, 
but would prefer not to, particularly 
because Town Meeting is months away.

But, on the 
other hand, she also had a 
passion for fashion design, 
and had already made plenty 
of clothes for herself. 

A few decades later, howev- 
er, it seems she didn’t take the 
one road that made all the dif- 
ference. She essentially took 
them both.

Her chil- 
dren are grown now — her daughter is 
a psychotherapist at Cambridge Hos- 
pital and her son is an attorney with 
the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion in Washington, D.C. — but dur- 
ing the time they were in school, the 
Coco family hosted foreign exchange 
students eight times, and she and her 
husband, Cornelius, now sometimes 
visit those families when they travel 
overseas on vacations.

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How to get kids motivated to do their homework 


By Laurie Levy 
ur kids have been back in 
school for a few weeks and 
hopefully they and their 
parents are beginning to 
settle into a routine. 
Up early, throw down breakfast, 
rush off to school, school’s over, endless 


after-school activities, dinner, 
‘something,’ and bed. Sound familiar? 
That ‘something’ is that activity 
students may do between dinner and 
bed, or whenever they can squeeze it in 
their busy schedules full of after-school 
activities, television, and socializing. It 
translates into homework. 


How do we as parents, our children’s 
educators, and counselors get kids 
motivated to do their homework? 

Frank Rapisardi is part of the fifth- 
grade team at South Elementary School 
in Andover and calls himself a real 
world advocate. He uses the real world 
application in his approach to teaching 


and in giving homework assignments. 
“T always try to associate the subject 
that I’m teaching to a_ real-world 
situation. For instance, if we are 
working on estimates in math, I might 
use the example of food shopping. A 
student shops for a few items and by

rounding off the number of the price of 
each item, the student can estimate the 
dollar amount of the total bill. I will give 
my students an example of something 
that will tie into their homework. The 
student sees the application and can 
learn from using the real-world 
application,” said Mr. Rapisardi who 
has been teaching for 29 years, the last 
10 years at South School. 

Mr. Rapisardi said that when 
students uses the real-world technique, 
they can understand the real need for 
homework. 

“Homework gives’ the _ student 
something to move towards. Going over 
the homework the next day in class 
allows the student to redo the 
assignment and_ reinforces the 
application,” said Mr. Rapisardi. 

Homework is viewed as a good thing 
when the student can understand that it 
has a_ purpose. The _ real-world 
application works well with many 
students because it taps into multiple 
intelligences, such as linguistics, math, 
science and so on. 

Mr. Rapisardi also uses awards for 
completed homework assignments. He 
issues a coupon redeemable for a e 
homework-free zone. This allows the r 
student the choice to trade in his 
coupon for a night off from homework 
or projects. Mr. Rapisardi said his kids

- Set up a specific time for homework 
and keep distractions to a minimum - 
including TV, stereo, and other family 
members. 

« Pick a quiet study area. Keep 
supplies such as paper, pencils, and 
erasers, nearby. 

« Review homework directions with 
your children, if necessary. They can do 
one or two examples while you watch to 
make sure they’re on the right track. 

*- Be available for questions, but 
allow your children to be responsible 
for their own work.

parents’ focus thus is to make every 
attempt to keep the child in contro! of 
the task. Conflict and control battles are 
the inevitable result when parents 
(whatever their motives) become 
intrusive and the child feels overly 
controlled.” 

Ms. Kenney said that there is an 


expectable learning curve in _ this 
process, and kids learn by trial and 
error. Forgotten assignments and 


sloppy work should be expectable 
initial efforts. Children learn quickly 
from responsive teachers that 
expectable is not acceptable, and will 
usually self: correct. At this point, 
parents need only acknowledge that 
new skills can be hard to learn, that self 
discipline is not a fun activity, and that 
most kids do eventually master getting 
their homework done. 

Ms. Kenney made the suggestion that 
if there are parameters in the family 
around which homework must fit, kids 
need to know this early on. 

“You will need to have your 
homework done by eight o’clock so that 
the family can have some quiet time 
before bed. If that is going to be a 
problem, of its you’ll be needing some 
help, please let me know by 
dinnertime.” 

Weekly schedules should be posted 
on the refrigerator, so that kids can 
make good timing choices. Verbal 
reminders or verbal daily updates are 
often necessary, but should be avoided

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if at all possible. We can all agree that 
hearing, “Do you have homework and 
when are you getting it done?” will 
sound no better to a child who is just 
walking in the door than “What’s for 
dinner and can you take me and Sally 
to the mall?” feels like to a parent who 
has just walked in from work. 

“There is no doubt that positive 
reinforcement is the most effective 
intervention. Sometimes parents will 
need to create the behavior to reinforce. 
Taking the children out for an ice 
cream on the first day of school to 
thank them for their efforts as they 
begin the school year is a_ nice 
validation. It’s not important if the day 
wasn’t perfect. Your kids will 
appreciate your support as they head 
into the school year,” said Ms. Kenney. 


“Parents who can anticipate 
problems are always ahead of the 
game,” commented Ms. Kenney. She 
said that once a bad interaction has 
been set up, everyone avoids the 
situation and homework gets forgotten 
or becomes the ultimate victim of the 
conflict. At that point, goading and 
nagging will only make things worse. 
The focus of any intervention at that 
point is to get the adults out of the 
child’s face and align them next to the 
child where they can be experienced as 
helpful allies rather than crabby 
enemies. 

Ms. Kenney went on to say that 


parents of children who clearly need 
extra motivation might consider 
rewarding their children for doing 
their homework without conflict. “It 
really means so much to me that you 
get your homework done without a 
fuss. This year for every day you get it 
done and there are no complaints from 
your teachers, there will be an extra 50 
cents in your allowance.” 

Ms. Kenney concluded, “Many 
parents are so busy today that they 
have precious little time to interact 
with their children during the school 
year. It’s critical for both parents and 
children that this time be as positive as 
possible. Insuring that homework does 
not become a _ battleground where 
overwhelmed parents and children act 
out these frustrations can require some 
planning and fancy dancing which can 
be more useful (and fun) than crabbing 
and head banging.” 

The question, “How do we get kids 
motivated to do their homework?” was 
lastly asked to Dr. Michael Levy. Dr. 
Levy is a clinical psychologist who has 
maintained a private practice in 
Andover for more than 12 years, 
working with adults, couples, and 
adolescents and their families. 

“The homework message should 
start at an early age when parents need 
to stress to their children’ the 
importance of doing well in school. 
Parents need to take an interest in their 
children’s schooling and __ their 
education. The message should

translate into that homework is a 
priority,” said Dr. Levy. 

He also stated that there is much that 
can happen in the classroom to get 
children interested in school. 
“Teachers can do so much to make 
educational materials interesting. 
Learning can be fun and it’s up to the 
teachers to make it that way by what 
material is taught and how it is 
presented,” said Dr. Levy. 

He added that if a student is not 
interested in school and not motivated 
to do homework assignments, the 
reasons for this need to be ascertained. 

“Every child is different and we need 
to understand what specifically is gn 
on within the child which may 
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playing a role in the child’s lack of- 


interest in school. Factors to be 
considered include undiagnosed 
learning disabilities, attention 


difficulties, or something in the social, 
psychological, or familial realm,” 
commented Dr. Levy. 

He said that the reasons why the 
child is not motivated to do homework 
will provide the answers concerning 
what needs to be done to make a 
positive change. For example, if it is 
discovered that some type of learning 
disability is responsible, then tutoring 
can help to correct the problem. Or if a 
family conflict is playing a role, then 
this may need to be addressed through 


family therapy.

At 4 years old, Jeff was outgoing, 
athletic and articulate. He entertained 
his family and friends with stories 
about soccer and showed off his bug 
specimen collection with pride. Yet his 
parents sensed that something was not 
quite right. Jeff had difficulty naming 
detters of the alphabet and colors, and 
he could not rhyme words. 

Afraid to overreact, his parents 
convinced themselves he would catch 
up when he went to school. By the end 
of first grade, as other kids easily read 
sentences and paragraphs aloud, Jeff 
stumbled his way, word-by-word 
through phrases. Following an 
evaluation by a specialist in learning 
disabilities, Jeff was diagnosed as 
dyslexic. 

His parents were devastated. How 
would Jeff ever make it through 
“school? And didn't reading problems 
mean that he was not as bright as 
everyone had thought? 

‘Traditionally, poor readers have 
been labeled underachievers and, in 
some cases, mentally retarded. But 
Strides have been made in treating 
dyslexia in recent years. And Jeff's 
reading specialist calmed his parent's 
fears about his intellect. 

Dyslexia is a type of learning 
disability in which people of average 
and above-average intelligence have

written language. Thought to be passed 
on genetically, the problem may be due 
to perceptual, memory and-or auditory 
impairments. Such impairments 
influence the way someone sees and 
remembers words as well as how they 
discriminate, sequence and manipulate 
sounds. 

A number of myths surround this 
condition, which affects approximately 


7 percent of the population, the 
majority of whom are boys: 
~Dyslexics are unable to read 


because they reverse or invert letters." 
Only a small subgroup of dyslexics 
have visual-perceptual problems that 


cause them to actually transpose 
letters in a way that affects reading 
ability. 


~Dyslexics do not understand what 
they read." Although many dyslexics 
read out loud in a painfully slow and 
hesitant style throughout their lives, 
they grasp meaning completely. 

~Dyslexics are less intelligent than 
the average person." Many dyslexics 
have above-average IQs and are strong 
in areas other than reading, such as 
fine arts or mathematics. In addition, 
numerous well-known figures have 
been dyslexic, including Leonardo da 
Vinci and Winston Churchill.

WASHINGTON (AP) __ Imaging 
techniques that detect the brain's inner 
workings show for the first time that a 
part critical to reading has an impaired 
function in people with dyslexia. 

“This provides evidence _ that 
dyslexia is a real biological entity," said 
Dr. Sally E. Shaywitz, a Yale 
University School of Medicine 
researcher, 

She described the problem as “a 
glitch in the circuitry for reading” that 
makes it more difficult for dyslexics to 
link printed letters and words 
instinctively with the language sounds 
the letters and words represent. 

Such linkage, said Shaywitz, is 
essential for learning to read and is 
accomplished routinely in people with 


multisensory teaching have helped 


children more than ever. This 
approach emphasizes using the whole 
body as well as the senses to see, say, 
write and ~feel" language (e.g., writing 
in sand, making letters with big arm 
movements). 

Other successful techniques include 
extensive use of flash cards to build

a normal connection between parts of 
the brain that control language and 
vision. 

Shaywitz is lead author in a study to 
be published Tuesday in the 
Proceedings of the National Academy 
of Sciences, 

To identify the brain circuitry 
problem, Shaywitz and her colleagues 
used a technique called functional 
magnetic resonance imaging. This 
technology allows researchers. to 
observe which parts of a subject's brain 
are active when a specific function is 
performed. 

The researchers used the MRI 
technique on 29 dyslexic readers and 32 
normal readers. They were all required 
to read a list of nonsense words that 
would rhyme if the reader could 
correctly link the letters with the 


sight word vocabulary and 
automaticity, which involves reading 
to oneself, reading the same sentences 
out loud and going over unfamiliar 
words to encourage fluency. Dyslexics 
also retain material more easily when 
they wear headphones and read along 
with audio tapes of textbooks and

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literature. Recent research has 
advanced use of computers to help 
“train” children to discriminate and 
perceive sounds so they can read and 
spell more easily. 

Dyslexia, though difficult to 
diagnose in very young children, 
ultimately surfaces when a child does 
not keep up with his peers in first or 
second grade. Yet parents like Jeff's 
may spot difficulties at an earlier age 
and intervention can start then. 

In either case, finding the right

language sounds that they symbolize. 

Shaywitz said there are 44 letter 
sounds in the English language. They 
are represented by 26 letters in the 
alphabet, either singly oor in 
combination. 

In order to read, a person's brain 
must convert the printed letters into the 
sounds they represent. 

In the functional MRI tests, Shaywitz 
said normal readers showed activity in 
both the portion of the forebrain that 
processes visual information, and in 
the back of the brain that contains the 
language center. And normal readers 
had no trouble interpreting the 
rhyming symbols and sounds. 

For dyslexics, however, there was 
reduced activity in the language center 
at the back of the brain and increased

person to evaluate and work with a 
child is crucial to his success. Ask the 
child's school or pediatrician for a 
referral to a university medical center 
or to someone trained in learning and 
reading disabilities at a reputable 
graduate program. With professional 
attention, hard work and patience, the 
right care can produce results.

activity in a part of the brain linked to 
the spoken word. And they much less 
able to link the rhyming letters and 
sounds. 

Shaywitz said the MRI study 
provides physical evidence for one of 
the major problems dyslexics have in 
learning to _ read: individually 
identifying the 44 letter sounds in the 

English language and linking those 
sounds to their alphabetical symbols. 

As an illustration, she said dyslexics 
may hear language as a blur of sounds, 
rather like the way a_ nearsighted 
person looks at a red brick wall and 
sees only a blur of color. 

A normal person, said Shaywitz, is 
able to discern the individual language 
sounds in the same way that a person 
with good vision could see the 
individual red bricks in thewall.
